MISSIONARIES IN CHINA, 


(BV.C. K. TOCKERMAN, IN. THR" New Revinw.") 


An Incident once occurred in China which for 
atime sllenced the carping tongues of the op- 
posera of missionary work, and gave an astonish, 
Ing Impulse to the distribution of rel!glous tracts. 
I tell the story as I heard it at the time, | It was 
teported, much to the satisfaction ofthe foreign 
tmisslonaries, that an entire province of Central 
China bad been converted (o Christiantty,, The 
colporteurs, whore work it-was-to- give-away” 
theae publications, found {t utterly impassible to 
supply the demand, So sudden and unpreced- 
ented was It that many of the natives of the pro- 
vinca In question made their way to the seaport 
towns, cager to posseas themsclres of these 
sacted writings. The press abroad and the press 
at home worked night and: day to farnish them, 
but. most. fodequately. Bales of religious 
printed matter. were delivered from every 
aniving ahip, leaving thousands. of ‘thirst- 
ing sools waiting impatiently for thea next 
soppy, Carfosity on the subject was intensely 
excited, and wold’ probably have continued 
for an indefinite period were ft, not for the 
happy thought of a single {ndividual, who, baving 
handsomely bribed one of the most enthustastic 
among the converts to expla(n the cause of this 
plenomenat demand, was informed that the chief 
ndustry in the province fn’ question was the 
manufacture ofshoes, the soles of which are made 
of strips of glued paper; and when it became 
‘known that certain foreigners .at Canton made 
an exclusive business 'of supplying, free of cost, 
the material for this handiwork, It was quite 
natural that the shoemakers should esgerly avatl 
themselves of the opportunity to lay tn a stock 
of material without the oxpenditare of a singlo 
-copper.cash.—In-one.senté. this "conversion of 
soles" was In the pighest degree satisfactory; but 
in another sense it was actucl blow tomlsslonary 
enterprise, and served to open the eyes of the 
falthful to the absurdity of many of the attempts 
at Christinn evangelisation upon a race. whose 
religion dates back centuries peyond their own 
forms of faith, and {s professed by—in round 
sumbers—a third of the population of the wotld. 
* With respect to missionary work fn China 
during later ign. Tadmit that Ihave no data 
to go by, and it may be that the missionaries in 
that vast field bave reaped a harvest commen- 
surate with their self-devoted labours, But facts 
Lke those recentlyre orted, showlngthe antipathy 
ofthe natives towards fore! pers, Are worth pages 
of argument in support of the general principle 
that to interfere in the religion of a people—a 
religion that promulgates morals'and maxims of 
good will to men, and the’ recognition of an 
omnipotent, omniscient, andomnipresent spiritual 
head ofthe universe—{s best let alone by ‘for- 
elgners, especially if they have nothing better 
than these prioctoles to inculcate.
